Town Council Hears 
Tonight Proposal 
For Health Nurse 

* 

Dr. Dales And Dr.-Wesley Say Time Is Getting Ripe 
For Health Htme, Dr. Wesley Suggests Vote

Presided over by Mayor Dr. 
L. W. Dales, a public meeting 
to discuss a public health nurse 
for Newmarket, passed the fol- 
lowing resolution, "That his 
worship the mayor bring this 
matter lo the attention of the 
council, confirming Dr. Wesley's 
approval for the employment of 
a public health nurse/' in the 
town halt on Monday evening. 

Dr. Dales Invited the meeting, 

organized by the Home and 
School Association, to send a 
representative delegation to a 
town council meeting to be held 
this evening. 

"The medical profession is 
solidly behind this proposal/' 
said Dr. Dales. "There is no 
limit to the work a public 
health nurse could do along 
educational health lines." 

Dr. Dales told of the numerous 
physical defects which a nurse 
would find among the school 
children. "I could go on for 
hours telling of the things which 
a nurse could accomplish/' he 
said. "The next thing Js to find 
the money to do it" 

A delegation will appear be- 
fore the council this evening, 
Mrs. Edwards stated, 

"You arc quite in step with 
many other centres who arc 
considering adding to their 
health . services/' stated Miss 
Edna Moore, chief public health 
nurse of Ontario, in the princi- 
pal address of the evening. 

Mrs- J. C. R. Edwards, presi- 
dent of the Home and School 
Association, opened the meet- 
ing, explaining its purpose. 

The Home and School Associ- 
ation had been alarmed at the 
absences from schools during the 
Jast. year through sickness, she 
said. "The town is different 
now with the camp here, and the 
increased coming and going. 
•This organization has sponsored 
the meeting with the approval 
* $t the Lions club, the Catholic 
Women's League, the Cherokee 
club, the Women's Institute and 
service groups in the churches/' 

Mrs. John West was named 
secretary of the meeting and Dr. 
L. W. Dales chairman. 

"We have not thought very 
favorably of having a public 
health nurse, but the subject 
has been under consideration 
for some time and is getting 
warmer all the time," said Dr. 
J. H. Wesley, M.O.H., in intro- 
ducing Miss Moore. 

"I have been holding back, 
maintaining a neutral attitude/ 1 
said Dr, Wesley. "The way 
things arc looking now It is only 
a matter of time till all towns 
of this size will be proud to 
sponsor a health nurse, I 
would suggest that If the sub- 
ject seems to be so popular with 
all organizations it should be 
passed on to the town council 
to be voted on at elections next 
December." 

Miss Moore, in an interesting 
discussion of the work of the 
public health nurse, explained 
the set-up of the Ontario health 
services. 

"The public health program 
has to he adapted to the needs 
of each community," she sold. 
Miss Moore explained that the 
trend in public health today 
was toward a generalized public 
health service, under which all 
the branches of health were 
handled, rather than several 
separate specialized services, 
Thus ttie municipal nurse, she 
said, would have charge of 
health work with expectant 
mothers, infant care, pro-school 
care, tuberculosis cases,' dental 
services and communicable 
diseases, as well as her work 
with school-age children. 

"The bedside care provided by 
the nurse must ho limited to 
emergencies or acute commun- 
icable diseases," she said. 

"The school-age group unques- 
tionably needs public health 
supervision, but to begin here is 
wasteful," said Miss Moore. 
"Sick children ore not only 
retarded themselves but hold 
others back. The educational 
system is for well children. Co- 
operation between teachers, the 
public health nurse and Inter- 
ested parents could save a great 
deal of wastage. 

"Most parents are anxious lo 
do what Is best for their child- 
ren, but the link Is needed to 
show them what to do. 

"Public health work is based 
on the family health unit. It Is 
primarily Informal teaching In 
the home. 

"One of (ho Important prob- 
lems today Is the control of 
tuberculosis. The .situation In 
Canada Is made more difficult 
by the migrations taking place 
because of the war, changing the 
original health picture of the 
Individual community. Hie 
care of cunvolcscent tuberculosis 
patients comes within the field 



of the municipal nurse. ■ 

"The nurse can also do import- 
ant work in the care of handi- 
capped children, co-operating 
with the physicians and the 
teachers. 

"Our secondary schools are 
giving us a lot of concern. 
Korty-four percent of recruits 
are physically unfit for service. 
What we do in the high school 
is important to our national 
defence, we are therefore 
working downwards, starting 
with those Who are going to 
leave first. 

"All these aspects of public 
health work can be greatly 
assisted by a public health nurse. 
The public health nurse studies 
for four years after matricula- 
tion and receives a certificate 
from a university, that is, in 
Ontario, the University of Tor- 
onto or the University of West- 
em Ontario. Their salary scale 
compares with that of the high 
school teachers, but they work 
11 months of the year, continu- 
ing their work during the sum- 
mer." 

Miss Moore said that Picton 
and Parry Sound had recently 
appointed nurses at $1,500 
salaries. There would be a 
possible expenditure of $200 for 
initial equipment and supplies, 
she thought. 

"Not many of us would want 
to be caught, throwing garbage 
into our next-door neighbor's 
garden, but I submit that it is a 
much more despicable thing to 
allow our children to spread 
measles and whooping-cough 
germs to our neighbors' children, 
yet wc do not seem to lose face 
doing this/' she commented. 

At the close of her address 
Miss Moore answered Questions. 
"Newmarket Is nearly an ideal 
municipality to be served by a 
public health nurse," she said in 
reply to a question regarding 
the size of town which could be 
adequately served by a nurse. 

Mrs. G. E. Case moved a vole 
of thanks to the speaker.

DECLARES SERVICE MEN 
WILL YET BE TRIPLED 



A temporary honor roll, list- 
ing members and adherents of 
Trinity United church who are 
in the armed forces in this war, 
was dedicated on Sunday morn- 
ing by Rev. Dr. A. E. Runnclls, 
the pastor, and Capt. D. C. Hill, 
chaplain at the Newmarket 
training camp. 

Prior to the dedication, two 
veterans of the last war, II. E. 
Gilroy and Wesley Brooks, 
placed wreaths at the base of 
the memorial to those who 
served In the last war. 

Capt. Hill prayed that Cana- 
dians and their allies might use 
wisely the victory which would 
be theirs. Dr. Runnclls gave the 
address. 

"I challenge every man, every 
citizen, to give an account of 
himself to the empire in this 
day/' said Dr. Runnclls. "To 
wear tho vestments of the 
ministry has always been on 

unspeakable honor to me. Once 
I laid them aside to go out in 
tho cause of empire, and I 
would gladly do so again. 

"The honor roll stands for 
freedom," sold Dr. Runnclls. 
"I moke no apology for seeming 
to approve of war. War I halo 
ns the devil. But war Is always 
justifiable to redress a state of 
affairs worse than war. And 
who will say that the German 
military despotism Is not worse 
than war? 'Life Is no life to 
him who dares not die, and 
death is no death to him who 
dares to live/ 

"These men In tho armed 
forces fight for tho freedom of 
our lives and tho Inviolability of 
our homes. 

"The wrongs of this world, 
whether they ore domestic or 
civic, national or international, 
can only bo righted by personal 
sacrifice. Ho who would save 
his life will lose It. It Is not 
tho follows who aro dying in 
Burma who are losing their 
lives. It la the fellows who 
MirmiKh love of ease and self- 
Indulgence nro trying to save 
themselves. 

"I hellevo Trinity will triple 
this list before tho war Is over," 
Dr. Runnclls prophesied. 

"I shall always take n pardon- 
able pride in Trinity church, 
and In litis honor roll, for here 
among your sons and daughters 

is Inscribed tho name of our only 
uon," 
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Hover leader B. A. Budd and 
his Rover Scouts and Scout* 
master A. O. White and the 
Scouts anil Cubs of tho 2nd 
Newmarket troop attended tho 
service.

OF BOMBED BRITAIN 



Sgt. F. J. Whito of tho Newmar- 
ket training camp was tho guest 
speaker lost Thursday evening at 
the Salvation Army citadel. 

Sgt. White Is a veteran of the 
last war. England, us it Is now, 
was his subject. The sergeant was 
in England two years and flvo 
months during tho present war. 
Ho was born In Scotland and 
raised In London.. England. 

"Don't worry about our boys 
over thoro, they're strong and 
healthy," he said. "Letters are 
welcomed as arc tho boxes. Thoy 
have quite a beano when thoy 
arrive. 

"Wo aro up against a tough man 
In Hltlor," Sgt. Whlto said, but 
thought that If Japan had not 
come into the war Hltlor might 
have been on the way out. 

"Our boys oro busy guarding tho 
coast lino, which Is largo," ho said. 
"During tho blitz of n year ago, 
two or thrco weeks wore spent 
with no sloop for tho soldiers. 

"Part of tho army's job Is to 
protect tho air force." Ho told on 
Interesting incident when tho Eng- 
lish and tho enomy woro In tho 
air. One Spltfiro lost Us tall, su 
tho pilot had to boil out. Another 
Spltfiro nearby circled around tho 
pilot and watched until ho landed. 
Sgt. Whlto Bald that this was the 
spirit of England. 

Tho first thing tho boys lmvo to 
Kot used to Is tho blackouts, Sgt. 
Whlto said. Ho told of tho first 
night that ho was ut the training 
centre. Ho wanted to soo tho 
town, so decided lo tako n walk. 
Tim first thing ho did wus to fall 
down flvo steps. Not to bo dis- 
couraged, ho still kept on, meeting 
lump posts all tho time. After 
wandering around ho landed buck 
ut cump nt three o'clock lu tho 
morning. Ho had completely lost 
his way, 

Tho first bombing tho Horgeant 
exporloriced wuh when a bomb hit 
a man and u tolophono booth ut 
n soldiers' canteen. No moro was 
goon of tho man. 

"Around Hi, Paul's Cathedral 
niOHt of thn buildings ore flattened 
to ibo ground. About 7 o'clock hi 
tho owning ono would boo futhors, 
mothers, children, old tttid young, 
carrying blankots and pillow*, 
making for tho underground shel- 
ter. A number how tobla-llko 
Abettors In tholr kltchons, When 
tho alarm sounds, thoy umko for 
tho shelter, and trust tlint tho 
ruins will not break through It. 

"Tho English nro most friendly. 
If tho next door nolghbor hns lost 
all, ho will bo euro to find rofugo 
In tho neighborhood until ho cun 
uKOltt start life. 

"Thoro Is plenty of fond, but thoy 
havo to bo careful. Hemps aro 
Hiivoil for tho plgH. Onions aro 
scarce. Thoy got two egg* n 
month and ono lump of sugar for 
tho tea. Having coupons, tho 
people mow theirs until Saturday, 
so thoy can got a roaAt of moat, 

"Everybody there doos two Jobs, 
ordinary woik in tho day and 
A.RP. work nt night. 

"A person in England could got 
six months for throwing t\ cigar* 
otto paokngo away, 

"Don't forgot wo nro at war. 
Don't worry about tho boys or 
relatives thoro." 

In closing Sgt. Whlto wold that 
tho "Holly Ann" in tops with tho 
boys, ns It wo* In tho lost war, 
Hut. Whlto advised tho group, If 
thoy thought of nothing also; to 
think of victory, which ho unld ho 
foil sure would eome.

Church As Home

LEAVES IN A UGUST 

Rev. Arthur Greer, who has been 

the pastor of the Newmarket 
Congregational-Christian church for 

three years, announced on Sunday 
that his ministry here would end 
In August. 

Mr. Greer will serve as a home 
missionary under the United 
church in northwest Canada. 

Mr. Greer served In Stouffvlltc 
and Church Hill before coming to 
Newmarket. He has been clerk, 
vice-president and president of the 

Ontario Conference of the Congro- 

gational-Chrlstlan church during 
his five years in the ministry. 

*Mr. Greer's influence during his 
stay In Newmarket has been ex- 
tended beyond his own church. He 
has been In continuous demand as 
a speaker at public events and at 

the mid-week meetings of other 
churches. He has been liked by 
everybody and will be keenly 
missed In Newmarket. 

Mr. Greer hns refused attractive 
salary offers In Ontario to enter 
the harder life of a missionary. 
Mr. and Mrs. Greer have two child- 
ren. 

"There Is on announcement that 
I have to make," Mr. Greer totd 
his congregation on Sunday. "I 
felt a premonition that it might be 
a little difficult to say, so I have 
written it out In full. You who 
have followed us closely In our 
ministry here would agree, I 
believe, that wc try to fashion and 
plan our course according to the 
revealed will of God. Adhering to 
that rule, It has been borne In upon 
the minds of my wife and myself 
that our best contribution has been 
made in this church, and that God 
Is colling us to another section of 
His vast vineyard. 

"ft has always been our deep 
desire to enter missionary work, 
to servo where the need was 
greatest, and whore ministers of 
tho Gospel were scarce. Up until 
now. conditions and circumstances 
have compelled us to stay In the 
more lucrative and established 
churches. But circumstances have 
altered, and we feel that wc are 
ready to accept the challenge of 
mission work. 

"Foreign missions arc closed to 
us, so that tho needy parts of tho 
home field must suffice. There- 
fore, wc have offered ourselves for 
mission work anywhere In Canada 
wherever trie need seems to be 
greatest, and the vacancies hard- 
est to fin. 

"Wc will be serving undor the 
United Church of Canada, but for 
the present, at least, wc wilt not 
be officially Joining that denomina- 
tion. Wo desire lo get our bear- 
ings first, and will thereforo repre- 
sent this church and this denomina- 
tion on whatever field we servo. 
What wo nro asking Is this— that 
you will consider us ns your mis- 
sionaries. That docs not mean wo 
seek your financial support, for, of 
course, we don't. That will be 
cared for. Hut wo do seek your 
prayers, your good wishes, and your 
kindly Interest. 

"Wo aro not going Immediately. 
Some time ngo I mentioned this 

possibility to tho pastoral board of 
tho church, and suggested leaving 
at the end of my year, which Is 
June. But the tionrd felt It would 
bo advisable and Just to remain 
for the holiday season, so that I 
could preach at tho union services. 
That means my lonuro will end at 
ttte close of tho month of August. 
Slnco that Is my holiday month 
this year, wc will bo tonvlng at the 
end of July, and will take up our 
holiday in reaching our field, which 
will probably bo tho northwest, and 
In fixing tip tho placo In which wo 
will have to live.

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DISTANT FIELDS 
LOOK GREEN 

Our dominion government is to be commended 
for the study which it is carrying on, under the 
chairmanship of the Hon. Ian Mackenzie, on post- 
war placement of relumed soldiers. Many of 

those who have enlisted were happy in civilian 

fields which they left and will want to return 
to their same occupations. Many, however, felt 
themselves to be square pegs in round holes, and 
will have a natural desire to get into the thing 
they have always hankered for. Still another 
large group were unemployed before the war. 
Some of them may never have had steady em- 
ployment and will be glad of any assurance of a 
steady income on their return to civilian life, 
but in whatever field they choose they will 
find themselves handicapped by their previous 
lack of experience In civilian employment. 
Others may have been unemployed partly be- . 
cause they had started life in occupations for 
which they were not fitted. 

After the war is over, apparently the Canadian 
government intends to see that every soldier 
gets a chance to choose his occupation, and will 
pay the cost, up to* a reasonable limit, of learn- 
ing a new trade tr calling. Possibly each man 
will be psycho-analyzed for civilian life, just as 
many are now being, psycho-analyzed for military 
life. No doubt the government will satisfy 
itself, through psychologists, that a man is likely 
to make a success of the calling which lie elects, 
•r at least it will not let a man go into a 
particular field without telling him that the 
psychologists find, if such be the case, that he 
will be handicapped in that particular pursuit. 

The farming part of the rehabilitation scheme 
is of particular interest to rural people, because 
they know best the difficulties of farming and the 
qualities — we might say super-human qualities — 
required to make a success of that calling. Mr. 
Mackenzie's committee proposes the establish- 
ment on the land of 25,000 soldiers at a cost of 
$80,000,000. Mr. Mackenzie states that the main 
aims of the farm settlement scheme are: 'To 
assist discharged members of the armed forces 
to establish themselves successfully in the fann- 
ing industry; to ensure that the agricultural 
Industry bears its share of the rehabilitation 
program, along with other phases of Canada's 
industrial life; to give ex-members of the forces 
returning to agricultural pursuits benefits com- 
parable to those available for men entering other 
occupations." * : 

In the first place, it should be said that a 
soldier should be free to choose farming as his 
post-war occupation, even if he has never farmed 
before, if a pre-war fanner is to be free to choose 
an industrial job, as many a farm boy will 
choose. No one should be permitted to go into 
fanning, however, and no one should be set tip 
in fanning at great expense to the stale, without 
being informed of what the odds are against 
him— if the odds are against him— making a 
success of it and finding happiness in a life on 
the farm. And, of course, with the unhappy 
experience of the last war's soldier settlement 
plan in the files, the government should not 
settle any inexperienced man on the land with- 
out first giving him at least a year's apprentice- 
ship working for a successful fanner. Then he 
would know if he really were interested and 
what the hardships and difficulties were likely 
to be. if he changed his mind at the end of the 
year, he should be still entitled to u government- 
assisted start in some other occupation. 

Insofar as the scheme is intended to help 
fanner farm buys with the necessary business 
ability get a start on farms of their own the 
scheme will have general approval, but reading 
Mr. Mackenzie's second purpose, "to ensure Hint 
the agricultural Industry hears its share of the 
rehabilitation program, along with other phases 
of Canada's industrial effort," makes one sus- 
picious of the soundness of the thinking under- 
lying the whole scheme. Not Hie agricultural 
Industry, hut the country as a whole, surely, Is 
going to pay for this scheme. Many a fanner 
will have a chance to sell his farm to the govern- 
ment, unless Indeed the government Is going to 
put these men on marginal hind not now in 
production and bonus them to compete with 
producing farms. That would indeed, in a 
country already producing more limn enough 
food for peace-time needs, be to mako "the 
agricultural Industry bear its share of the re- 
habilitation program." 

■ 

In fact, it makes one suspicious of the govern- 
ment's attitude to the whole post-war problem. 
Instead of talking of making agriculture bear 
more burdens, Mr. Mackenzie should be talking 
of making agriculture sufficiently prosperous 
that tho returned soldier entering farming 
would have a reasonable chance of success, 
Tho giving of a bonus of something over $2,000 
a soldier suggests that the government is putting 
tho soldier Into on unprofitable occupation. The 
government li not going to set up soldiers In 
any other business undertaking. It Is merely 
going to give them training for other occupations, 
and that Is alt that would bu necessary for 
soldier* entering farming If the government were 
planning steps to make agriculture prosperous. 

Although Mr. Mackenzie does not make it 
clear how ho propose* to make the agricultural 
industry "bear Its share of tho rehabilitation 
program," his words arc not encouraging. There 
Is no proposal to put any burden on Industry. 
Instead, the government will pay for the cost 



of training men to take jobs In industry. That 
will be a bonus to industry, and one of which 
the public will approve. To train men to work 
on farms would likewise be a bonus to agricul- 
ture, and to give them money to buy farms 
would not hurt thos-? now engaged in farming, 
but to put them on land not now in production— 
and to make farmers help finance new compe- 
tition wouldn't be fair or sound. 

In short, . if the government would study 
means of making both industry and agriculture 
prosperous after the war it would not need to 
worry so much about financing, occupational 
training. A prosperous industry would gladly 
train ex-soldiers, and a prosperous agriculture 
would have plenty of room for men with the 
diligence and business ability to operate a farm 
successfully. Then industry and agriculture 
would absorb men according to the country's 
consumer needs. There are unlimited needs for 
additional industrial products— houses, bath- 
rooms, refrigerators, stoves, radios, telephones — 
but; while there may be need for a better diet, 
there is little additional agricultural production 
needed in this country at the present stage of 
development (except for wartime needs). 

If a river overflows its banks in the spring, 
and does damage, and becomes so dry in mid- 
summer that it will not provide needed drinking 
water or permit navigation, there is nothing you 
can do at the lower end of the river to improve 
the situation. You must go to the source, and 
replace the forests which man has cut away, or 
build conservation dams, to let the water down 
in an even all-summer flow. If the economic 

system doesn't work, it is no use tinkering with 
the symptoms. You can't cure the disease by 
moving men from depressed urban industry to 
a depressed agriculture or vice versa. Unless 
you go to the source of the trouble, you arc 
likely to make matters worse than if you let 
natural laws have their way. 

We can't increase agricultural production in 
this country unless we can find a way of making 
the country as a whole more prosperous (and 
even then we can't increase our tfomeslic food 
consumption radically), or unless we decide as 
a nation to specialize in agriculture and export 
agricultural products in return for manufactured 
products. Our problem is not to place returned 
soldiers but to make our economy so smooth- 
working that the returned soldiers will have no 
difficulty in finding places for themselves. Most 
of those, soldiers, formerly living in town or city, 
who elect fa-*m life, will do so, or have done so, 
not because they prefer country to city, lAit 
because they know the uncertainties of city life, 
the despair of long periods of unemployment, 
and think that a farm of their own would be 
bliss. They haven't the slightest conception of 
the hardships and privations of farm life. ■

Be that 
as it may, however, the occasion is a good one 
to point out that just as the poor little rich kids 
of Forest Hill vi|iage need good teachers so do 
the rich little poor kids of town and country need 
good teachers. The way Forest Hill village 
obtains and holds good teachers (aside from any 
spotting methods) is to pay good wages. 

Good teachers may be developed in rural 
areas just as easily as in city areas and they can 
be held at home without paying them as much 
as they would gel in a city school. Town and 
rural schools, however, should pay the highest 
salaries they can afford to pay.

Editor, The Era: Vour editorial, 
•'Milk and Honey in a FostAVar 
World," seems to me to be a call 
for a post-war order based upon 
the flimsy, floundering world 
of the past. You enumerate the 
tremendous resources of human 
energy ready to be harnessed. We 
boast of our tremendous natural 
resources and we all cry for leader- 
ship and lament because of lack of 
same. Why? Because we have no 
desire to search for a world order 
except one which emanates from 
the fertile brain of man. 

Thus you suggest that all these 
Cod-given resources are waiting 
only for "Imaginecra" to sound the 
call to action. 

"Imagineers" Is the only word 
that can be used for those post- 
war world order builders. Nebu- 
chadnezzar said, "Look at this 
great Babylon which I have built." 
What happened? Read Book of 
Daniel, and tho same fate has 
overtaken every new world order 
builder that history records, the 
"Kalzar" being the last. Also the 
dictators which arose after the 
Czarist failure (Rev. 16, 13-14). 

That brings us right to modern 
history and should be of vital in- 
terest to every Christian. The 
seven viols of revelations portray 
the political, religious wars, etc., 

from approximately 1789 to tho end 
of the age or Christian dispensation 
or period of grace, the latter being 
a period of time given by God for 
the nation Israel (also the Individ- 
ual, which Is the function of the 
church as an integral part of the 
nation) to prepare herself as a 
bride, always remembering that 
God was an husband unto Israel 
(the great provider materially as 
well as spiritually). He divorced 
her, cast her off, has forgiven and 
rcbetrothed her (Hosea 1; Isa. 54. 
5-11), and the period of rebctrothal 
has nearly ended and the reuniting 
or marriage must soon take place, 
or, in other words, the nation 
must return to God's world order 
as per plan and specifications 
given in the Bible, not just the 
New Testament. God had never 
married the church nor cast her 
off nor rebctrothed nor will he 
remarry. The church Is the body 
of Christ symbolically and it Is not 
logical that he can marry his own 
body. / 

The nation must make itself 
ready for the change. There will 
be a real purging. Those things 
that are part of the Babylonian 
order will be cleaned right out of 
our system. Not a vestige will 
remain nnd nothing can prevent 
tho cleansing of the sanctuary, 
money, political power, religious 
organizations, Nazism, fascism, 
communism, socialism or any 
other Ism. The seventh and last 
vial Is being poured into tho air. 
The book records no more wars 
for a thousand years. Our king 
and tenders of the United Nations, 
even Hitler, have ratified this 
scriptural fact and "Imagineers" 
and the old political cry of a full 
dinner poll will not do. Wo must 
have a more solid foundation. 

The Atlantic Charter to tho sev- 
enth clause goes farther than any 
of tho above Isms but tho last 
clause is stupendous m tho state- 
ment, "pending a hotter system of 
security." Has there been any 
security in the man-made systems? 
r think not. Our supposedly wise 
men of today and yesteryear, with 
all their learning, hovo been 
proved by tho present- chaotlo 
state of tho world to bo the great* 
est dupes. Thoy have studied nnd 
taught the histories nnd practices 
of tho economic systems of tho 
Gcntllo or heathen nations but 
refuse to consider tho only perfect 
economic system because H is In 

the Bible.

SAYS A.R.P. JOB IS TO 
SAVE LIVES, INDUSTRY 

Ueut. E. Tennant of the Legion 
of Frontiersmen, Toronto, was the 
guest speaker at the second of the 
civilian defence lectures, held In 
Aurora high school last Thursday 
evening. 

Capt. J. Bentley, originally 
scheduled to speak here last week, 
will deliver his lecture on "Enemy 
gases" at Richmond Hill. 

Lieut. Tennant spoke on "High 
Explosive Bombs and Structural 
Defence," and Illustrated his lec- 
ture with slides on the subject. 

"The two big jobs A.R.P. work- 
ers have arc the saving of lives 
and the prevention of the paraly- 
zatlon of Industry," he said. 
"Both are paramount and if we 
arc to win this war wo must be 
prepared to do both." He said 
how hard. it was to determine what 

should be used as defences against 
bombing. The only experience 
available Is from the present war, 
ho said, as the tactics of the Great 
War are now largely obsolete. 
;-:"Bombs, too, are always chang- 
ing and both sides are making 
more devastating ones all tho 
time," he slated. ■ "The effect of a 
l?ombing to the civilian Is much 
like that of an earthquake and 
structures built In countries or 
areas who have experienced earth- 
quakes arc then*- best suited to 
withstand assault from the nlr. 
Concrete and steel construction 
are the best types. 

"Most shelters for largo groups 
of people nre not bomb-proof, 
but rather bomb resistant. Under- 
ground shelters, workshops and 
nven factories nre being built on 
the continent and Knglnnd mid aru 
proving fairly effective." 

Couatat citlrs, he thought, were 
the most likely to be attacked by 
enemy bombers. In which ca.se 
Toronto would have plenty of 
warning, but bombing Toronto dir- 
ect was not "Impractical or im- 
pnsslhlo." he said.

With Aurora's water supply fast 
approaching a balance between 
flow and consumption, the Aurora 
town fathers at a meeting on 
Monday evening agreed unani- 
mously to engage the services of 
Prof. W. Maclean of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto In an effort to 
obtain an increased water supply. 
Prof. Mac Lean will make a survey 
of the entire situation and the 
council will be guided by his rec- 
ommendations, 

Waterworks Foreman Al. I*nng- 
man told the council that In place 
of a reserve of water usually on 
hand at this time, "we are running 
close to the weather." The chief 
explanation of this, he thought, 
was the fact that the Cotlts 
Leather Co. aro using a larger 
amount of water each day than 
originally contemplated by tho 
town when they agreed to Increase 
tho supply to the tannery. Some 
days the tannery uses as much ns 
00,000 gallons, which seriously de- 
pletes the existing supply for 
householders during working hours. 
In addition, with Increased rail 
t raffle and more trains In uso tho 
C.N.R. has greatly stepped up their 
consumption of water, ho explain- 
ed. 

''If tho tannery could reduce 
their consumption it would help 
considerably until we got more 
water," said Mr. Lnngmnn. "The 
amount paid Is n fine revenue for 
the system but It Is leaving us In 
a bad way for emergencies." 

"They are using more than we 
thought," sntd Councillor A, A. 
Cook. "Originally they used about 
17,000 a day from us In addition 
to their own supply. Now they 
arc using because of Increased 
pressure and easier nccoss prac- 
tically nil town water." 

"Can tho water from their wells 
be used for town purposes?" asked 
Deputy-Reeve C. E. Sparks. 



"No, It Is only suitable for their 
purposes," said Mr. Langman. 

"We should not curtail tho use 
of public utilities by industry," said 
Councillor Dr. G. A. C. Gunton. 
"We want more industries and 
must be prepared to supply them. 
It's not a question of how many 
people we con force off the system 
but of adding to our supply, t 
have consulted Prof., MacLcah of 
the University of Toronto, an out-' 
standing authority, and he Is con- 
vinced that there Is plenty avail- 
able. He thinks our own employ- 
ees can do tho necessary work, too, 
without hiring outside well-dig- 
gers." 

"There Is no question In my mind 
but that we have plenty of water 
available If we get at It," said Mr. 
Longman. "There is all kinds of 
water beneath Aurora, but we can't 
get it tomorrow. Wo should start 
at once." 

"I am In favor of obtaining Prof. 
MaeLonn nt once," said the mayor, 
"Every municipality seems to hnv* 
trouble with water. , There Is no 
use fooling, Tho tannery, I think, 
will holp out In curtailing the use 
of water." 

"I would like to see trees planted 
on the town property right away, H 
said Mr. Cook. r 

"It Is n splendid Idea to have 
the school children do It," said 
Councillor Gunton. '*They do that 
nt Beeton, % whero they have a 
splendid supply." 

Mr. Langman totd the council 
that ho thought It advisable for 
the town to have n superintendent 
for the employees to consult on 
problems. "Ho should have train- 
ing of some sort nl an engineer, 1 * 
said Mr. !*angman. "Perhaps the 
war will prevent such a plan." 

•The question of cost la a bis* 
item hut the whole subject Is one 
wo might think over," said th* 
mayor. "It has a lot of merit,"

It was not until 1809 In 
Montreal that nets were first used.

In order .to ..serve 'agriculture* 
any tnpvement must be indeed 
mindful of social problems. 
Women will be sure to stress the 
need- for better health conditions 
for their families, a better educa- 
tion for their .children, and the 
building of a finer community 
and even n finer world in which 
to live. 

Women have no small interest 
in the economic side of fanning. 
Now especially, in wartime, 
many nre finding it necessary to 
pitch in and do much of the 
hard work about the farm itself, 
as well as caring for their 
homes and families. Forming at 
any time is on a partnership 
basis and the farmer's wife has 
just as much interest in how the 
grain turns out and whether the 
hired man (if you can gel one) 
is earning his wages as has the 
fanner himself. If the returns 
are few the farm 'woman will 
have to figure out ways and 
means of patching up the old 
clothes and making that 12-year- 
old wallpaper do another year 
or perhaps put off the purchase 
of a furnace or the installation 
of Hydro till another" time. 

Women can inspire that 
u homey n atmosphere too. Miss 
Ethel Chapman, a prominent 
writer and speaker with a keen 
interest in rural life, says: "ft 
is good to find women taking 

an active part in these study 
groups. In fact, I think women 
have an important place in the 
whole program. They can get 
their husbands out when after 
a stiff day's work out-ox-doors 
and a good supper, the men 
would like nothing so much as 
to go to sleep. Women can give 
an atmosphere of hospitality and 
friendliness to the place of 
meeting, whether it be a home 
or a schoolhouse." 

Women will want the discus- 
sions to lead to action, but they 
will be inclined to lend a 
steadying touch and be unwilling 
to make hasty decisions. Once 
they are convinced of the wis- 
dom of action, they will be 
enthusiastic campaigners and 

will inspire confidence and 
co-operation.

B. Wilson sent a report 
of medical work done in the 
township so far this year. Wm. 
Latham communicated with the 
council regarding taxes on hts 
Wagner Lake property. 

Notifications were received re- 
garding the admission of a patient 
from Scott to York County hospi- 
tal, Newmarket, and of patients to 
the Toronto General hospital. 

Ford Lapp, school attendance 
officer, sent tn his March report. 
The provincial entomologist wroto 
about the appointment of a- cotn 
borer inspector. 

Ill J. Pearson, the assessor, re- 
ported $560 collected as taxes on 
261 dogs, and reported a number 
of dogs registered but not yet paid 
for.
